The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims: 

Claim 24, line 16, "the related terminal section" has been replaced with -the terminal 
sections--. 

Claim 24, lines 20-21, "the attributes and the profile of the content clips" has been 
replaced with --attributes of the program main body data and the auxiliary materials and user 
profile-. 

Claim 44, line 11, after "refusal of the change", -on the basis of the relationship between 
attributes of the program main body data and the auxiliary materials and user profile- has been 
inserted. 

2. Claims 24, 26-33, 44 and 46-53 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of the 
record fails to teach or fairly suggest the features "said terminal sections are configured to

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server section and send, to the processing server section, the conditions for the instruction for 
the change and an acknowledge or refusal of the change on the basis of the relationship 
between attributes of the program main body data and the auxiliary materials and user profile" 
as recited in claim 24, "upon detecting such a change, issuing an instruction for the change 
made to be made to said auxiliary materials to an information terminal wherein said information 
terminal is made to send back the conditions for the instruction for the change an 
acknowledgment or refusal of the change on the basis of the relationship between attributes of 
the program main body data and the auxiliary materials and user profile" as recited in claim 44.
